— The. office *of 
the soldiers land settlement board in 
the Enmderton Block is thronged with 
returned men all day long. ~ ‘The 
loans from the government to the 
soldiers amount to $1,000,000 for the 
month of April. Loans up to $4,500 
on land, $2,000 on implements, and 
$1,000 on buildings are being granted 
to the men; Over 1,300 men have 
come before the qyalification com- 
mittee and 400 have now farms and 
are working them. If @ man has no 
experience in farming, he can take a 
12 weeks’ course in’the agricultural 
college and then he can spend two 
seasons working on the farm of some 
practical tiller of the soil.

Evolving a New 
Breed of Sheep 


Experiment May Have an Important 
Bearing on Sheep Industry 


a 


A start has been made in an in- 
teresting experiment that may pos- 
sibly have a most important bearing 
on the sheep industry of Western 
Canada. It is no less than the evo- 
lution of an entirely new breed of 
sheep. This is being undertaken by 
R. C. Harvey, of Lethbridge, one of 
Alberta’s fOremost sheep raisers. The 
valenlsnsagt sot the plan will take 

eleven years, by which time Mr, 
~ Harvey hopes to intréduce an entire- 
ly new breed of sheep—a breed pecu- 
liarly fitted for Alberta conditions, 
strong both in wool and mutton qual- 
ities. 

The new type is being bred up by 
a careful selection of the breeding 
ewes from cross bréds of Rambouil- 
let rams and Romney ewes. | Every 
two years will see a step taken to- 
wards the object, and as it will take 
six crosses to fix the type, the whole 
process will-cover eleven years. 

Mr. Harvey has been experiment- 
ing with a-Rambouillet and Romney 
cross bred sheep for a number of 
years. Wool from his 
Jast year brought the highést aver- 
age price on the American market, 
his best wool selling for over sev- 
enty-eight cents a pound. “He is the 
owner of one of the Jargest, if not 
the largest flocks of pure bred Rom- 
ney sheep on the American continent, 
having four hundred of them, all of 
which, with the exception of the 
‘spring lanibs, afe registered. 


Five Killed in i:

‘Amend Naturalization Act 
Aliens Who Served Overseas With 


Canadian Forces Seek Rights 
of Naturalization 


Ottawa. — War conditions suggest 
the need of sothe amendments to the 
naturalization act and they will be 
embodied in a bill to be introduced 
shortly by the secretary of state. 


Among the problems that are being 
dealt with, but undecided, is the de- 
mand for speedy naturalization of 
aliens who served with the Canadian 
forces, Many of them enlisted both 
in, the west and east, some caqming 
from the States and some from Eur- 
ope, Though they have fought in the 
Canadian forces they are really not 
Canadian citizens or entitled to ex- 
ercise the rights and privileges of 
citizenship. They are now demanding 
stich rights. 

The British government has been 
consulted and while from the fact 
that the naturalization law is a com- 
pact between the imperial and over- 
s¢as governments, it cannot readily 
be amended. There is a suggestion 
of-a local naturalization which would 
take into account the period of war 
service. "

HALLIDAY’S 


Death of Hon. C. W. 
Fisher, Speaker of 
Alberta Legislature 


The death took place shortly before 
midnight on Monday at the Royal Alex- 
andra hospital of the Hon. Charles W. 
Fisher, Speaker of the legislature since 
the formation of the province in 1905. 

The late Mr. Fishér filled his position 
as speaker until March 28th during the 
last session of the legislature, when he 
became ill with ear trouble. After being 
confined. to his apartments in the build- 
ings for a couple of weeks he was remov- 
ed to the Royal Alexandra Hospital. His 
condition was considered grave at the 
time the legislature adjourned, but he 
| rallied and less than one week ago was 
| regarded as On the way to rapid recovery. 
His brother from Cochrane, who bas been 
in the city several times since the illness 
began, left for home only a few days ago 
with the assurance that the late speaker 
; would shortly be able to return home. 
The sudden relapse was unexpected and

|friends, Throughout his illness Mr. 

Fisher was cheerful and confident in the 

belief that he would recover and refused

One of the most popular and beat known 
of Alberta’s residents has gone in the 
passing of the Hon, C. W. Fisher. The 
| late speaker, whose full name was Charles 
Wellington Fisher, was the son of James 
}and Klizabeth Fisher, and was born Aug. 
4th, 1866, at Hyde Park Corhers, Middle- 
sex county, Ontario. He received his 
education at Hyde Park and London, 
Ont. He came west nearly 20 yeare ago 
and was engaged jin/the merchandising 
business at Cochrane. He first entered 
politics in 1908, when he was elected a 
member of the old Northwest Derritories 


house for the riding of Banff, in a bye- 
election. In 1915, whem the provinces 
were formed, he was elected first member 
for the Banff riding. in the Alberta house 
and was elected speaker of the firgt legis-
